ID S&nger No. 1 Austin and Norris 


each bet one ballot. This ballot was 
thrown out because there was no cross 
visible opposite the namea, only a blot. 
Norris lost one in Raymond and Freman 
one in Washington colony. In Belmont 
precinct Austin lost another ballot, an 
iuk blot appearing in place of a cross. 
In Selma No. 2 Austin and Norris lost 
one each. 


Counsel for the contestants objected to 


the counting of two straight Democratic 
tickets in Selma No. 1 on the ground 
that tbe crosses had not been made with 
the stamp. The crosses were about two 
times BB large as the one mad a by tho 
regular stamp. Tbe courb ruled, how- 
ever, that tbe crosses may have been 
thus lengthened by the stamp sliding 
along the paper. 


Another instance was where a Demo- 


cratic ballot bad the words "yea" and 
"no" written in lead pencil after aome 
proposed amendments instead of tbe 
stamp, fte required by law. Contestants' 
counsel claimed th*t this might have 
been done by the voter to ideiitiy the 
ballot, end asked that it be thrown out. 
His court held, however, that UieiJenti- 
Scation was not sufficient to reject tbo 
ballot. 


Up to tho present about sic ballote 


have been ruled out because the croea 
had beau stamped by the voters after 
the names instead of after tbe party 
designations. The changes made so far 
reducn Norris' majority from 18 to 10. 
Austin still retains his old majority ol 6.
